Progress Is Made by Legislators in Dealing with Details of 


} Estimates—Department of Justics Votes Considered 


1 In response to pointed questions from the opposition respecting 
the allotment of liquor to druggists, Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney- 
gencral, told the legislature in committee of supply Thursday after- 
noon that certain amendments are proposed to the Liquor Act dur- 
ling the present session to prevent as far as possible abuses of the 
system of liquor distribution through the druggists, and that until 
these amendments are dealt with by the house no new accounts are 
to be opened with provincial vendors’ stores by newly established 


} druggists. 


Mr. Boyle said the government real- 
ized that many new drug firms were 
evidently to be established in the 


fl province if the act were not changed; 


opening beyond doubt for the primary 
object of obtaining and distributing 
liquor and not for the legitimate sup- 
ply of medicine. 

The attorney-general stated also in 
reply to interrogations that the ven- 
dors have had to follow the Liquor 
Act in the sale of liquor to druggists 
and that no discrimination had been 
shown. It was necessary, however, 
for the vendors to exercise a great 
deal of common sense and judgment 
under the present provisions of the 
act, and a system was followed of 
checking up one month's sale on bona 
fide prescriptions filled so that the 
amount allowed the following month 
could be based on such facts, A. Gil- 
mour (Opp.) raised the question 
when he desired the attorney-general 
to say why discrimination had appa- 
rently been shown in respect to the 
supply of liquor to druggists. “The 
act intends that no favoritism shall 
be shown and there has been none,” 
declared Mr. Boyle. 

The house made progress at a de- 
cidedly moderate pace in dealing with 
details of estimates during the after- 
noon. With the exception of one or 
two items held over for further in- 
formation on request of the opposition 
the votes for administration of jus- 
tice totalling $715,585 were approved, 


Land Titles Offices

Protest Against Col. Primrose 

J. H. Kemmis, Jas. Weir and A. F. 
Ewing again protested against Col. 
Primrose being both police commis- 
gion and government magistrate. Mr. 
Weir read from the strictures on the 
magistrate delivered recently by Mr. 
Justice Beck in connection with the 
magistrate’s decision on an action 
brought against the Dominion Drug 
Store. How. Mr. Boyle announced 
that an appeal against the decision 
of Judge Beck was registered by the 
Crown. 

In response to Mr. Hoadley the at- 
torney-general said it had been de- 
cided to abolish the provincial police 
commission and when this bill came 
before the house the matter could 
more appropriately be discussed. 

Liquor for Hospitals 

When estimates for the liquor act 
administration were under review Gen- 
eral Stewart wanted to know why cer- 
tain hospitals were charged so much 
for liquor. Hon. Mr. Boyle explained 
that hospitals were supplied liquor 
direct from the vendor's stores and 
this without profit to the government. 
He showed how prices had advanced 
for alcohol during certain stages of 
the ‘flu epidemic. 

Gen. Stewart also wanted to know 
why hospitals could no longer buy 
liquor in bulk and were now required 
to purchase bottled goods. Hon, Mr. 
Boyle said he objected to having gov- 
ernment employees handle liquors in

bulk more than was absolutely neces- 
sary and felt the hospitals should be 
better satisfied with registered bottled 
liquor, 

Opposition members wanted to 
know how the Hquor business of the 
government was financed. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney also thought there should be 
more information in the public ac- 
counts respecting the finances of the 
provincial vendor's stores. Hon. Mr. 
Boyle said since the chief vendor's 
position had been taken over by R. B. 
Douglas a new and efficient system of 
accounting had been established in the 
liquor stores. 

Pool Room Administration 

Discussing appropriations for the 
administration of the pool room act, 
A. Gilmour claimed the system of 
special inspection was a joke and the 
work could be more efficiently carried 
on by the provincial police. The at- 
torney general said the fact that no 
complaints had come regarding the 
work of the pool room inspectors in- 
dicated the system to be satisfactory. 
Special inspectors had better facilities 
for checking up the conduct of pool 
rooms than had many of the 158 pro- 
vinecial policemen. F. S, Leffingwell 
pointed out that Warner constituency 
was some distance from the capital 
and inspections were well and fre- 
quently made of the pool rooms. 

Criticise Factory Act Inspectors 

In providing for the administra- 
tion of the factory act the appoint- 
ment of insptctors was again criticised 


by the opposition and the cross 
®enches, Misa MacAdams thought 
that the inspectors had not been 


chosen because of their special fit- 
ness for the work. Jas. Weir again 
charged that the appointments were 
rewards for political services render- 
ed, but he had no fault to find with 
the work of tthe inspectors. Alex. Ross 
was not satisfied with the administra- 
tion of the act. 

Hon, Mr. Boyle denied that the in- 
epectors had been appointed because 
of political services. Both the women 
inspectors were especially capable and 
the chief inspector ‘Was well qualified 
for the work, being brought in irom 
another deparument of the govern- 
ment to take charge of factory in- 
spection, 

In provision for reformatory and 
children’s protection a total of $119,- 
$80 was authorized, superintendent 
$3900, inspectors $7,500, clerks and 
stenographeres $9,480, travelling mat- 
ron and probation officer $900, con- 
veying boys to Portage la Prairie 
$1,260, travelling expenses of in- 
spectors $7,250, transportation $4,250 
board and ciothing of government 
wards $7,000, board and clothing of 
wards at Portage la Prairie industrial 
echnol $128.000, medical and surgical 
services $1,000. general expenses $2,- 
200, grants under Mothers Allowance 
Act $50,000. 

In connection with inspection work 
in children’s protection work, Hon, 
Mr. Boyle said he hoped to see pro- 
visions made for having at least one 
inspection a year made of the foster 
homes of the children, 

Mrs, McKinney and members of 
the opposition wanted to have re- 
ports of the progress of Alberta wards 
at Portage la Prairie made available 
to the house.

Premier Stewart Tells Legislature 
That Question Had Been 
| Under Discussicn 


TO NAME COMMITTEE 


Some Further Progress Made in 
Estimates at the Evening 


Sitting 


While in consideration of estimates 
for the public works department, the 
legislature was told by Premier Stew- 
art Thursday night that tye matter 
of erecting a suitable memorial on 
the grounds of the parliament bulld- 
ings, in honor of Alberta's sons who 
rest in soldiers’ graves overseas, had 
been under discussion and he sugges- 
ted that before the session came to 
an end a special committee be named 
to deal with the question. 

The proposal was brought into dis- 
cussion when the upkeep of the par- 
liament building grounds was being 
dealt with, Capt, Campbell of Rocky 
Mountain paid a tribute to the excel- 
lent results which had been brought 
about during the last three years. 
However, he desired to see erected 
on these grounds a suitable memorial 
to show the reypect of the province to 
the memory of the great army 0 
gallant soldiers from Alberta who fell 
on the field of battle. He was glad to 
have the assurance of the premier 
that the government proposed to hon- 
or In the most desirable manner the 
memory of the men who offered up 
their lives for the empire. 

$1,200,000 on Roads and Bridges 

Sitting until 11 oclock the house 
made some headway on details of 
estimates in the public works depart- 
ment, the total income vote in this 
connection amounting to $1,372,190, 
while the capital expenditure will be 
$2,114,300. Practically all the de- 
tails approved of Thursday night 
were for administration and upkeep 
of departments and buildings, A vote 
of $700,000 for highways was the 
main item, with another of $500,000 
for bridges in the province. 

Discussing items under boiler in- 
spection estimates, Hon, A. J, McLean 
stated to F. Davis, Gleichen, that the 
government had no intention of re- 
quiring a license for the operation of 
small gas tractors, 

Ca;t, Campbell objected to travel- 
ing expenses of eleven inspectors be- 
ing $11,054.90. Hon Mr, McLean 
pointed out that boiler inspectors were 
required to do almost constant trayel- 
ing. F. Davis charged that he could 
give instances where inspectors charg- 
ed double mileage when their own 
cars were being used. 

Inspection of oilers would cost 
$38,170: chief inspector, $2,400; 9 
inspectors, $16,800; 3 clerks and sten- 
ographers, $3,120; general expenses, 
$15,850. 

Inspection of coal mines required 
$42,320, divided as: chief inspector, 
$3,600; 6 inspectors, $12,720; super- 
{ntendents mine rescue stations, $1,- 
070; 4 stenographers, $2,880; general 
expenses, $22,050. 

Surveys and compensation for lands 
totalled $98,740. Items were: aésist- 
ant director of surveys, $2,700; 9 dis- 
trict surveyors and engineers, $21,600; 
5 draftsmen, $5,640; 4 clerks and 
stenographers, $3,660; wages and al- 
lowance of survey parties, $36,000;

Wants More Consideration 

Capt, Campbell urged that more 
consideration be given the Rocky 
Mountain constituency in the way of 
necessary roads, He admitted that the 
foothill country was a difficult one in 
which to construct highways. Capt. 
Campbell declared that one in every 
three of the foothill settlers in his 
riding had served in the war. He 
thanked the premier for fulfilling 
promises in regard to bridges. 

F. Davis referred to the probable 
grant of $280,000 on a basis of popu- 
lation from the federal government 
for highway construction in the pro- 
vince. Hon. A, J, ‘McLean gave as 
surance that such money would be 
expended in addition to the appro- 
priation being asked. Mr. Davis 
thought an engineering staff should 
be established to plan highway con- 
struction on a more acientific plan, 

Gen. Stewart (Lethbridge) was told 
that the government did not plan to 
epend money on the so-called ‘nation- 
al highway” through Southern Al- 
berta. This was a scheme being pro- 
moted by the federal government,

TO ACQUIRE 
G.T. RAILWAY 


Sir Thomas White Makes An- 
nouncement That This Likely 
to Be Outcome 


Ottawa, April 3.—That acanisition 
by the government of the Grand Trunk 
Railway will probably be the outcome 
of the present railway situation, was 
a statement made by Sir Thomas 
White, when the bill confirming the 
appointment of a receiver for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific was being con- 
sidered in committee. 

Sir Thomas said he could not make 
this statementt definitely, and suggest- 
ed, as possible alternatives, that the 
government might resort to sult or 
foreclosure. 

There was some critisism of the 
action of the government by Major 
Thomas A. Vien, Lotbiniere, who re- 
gretted that an order in council, ap- 
pointing a receiver, had been passed 
before the government had declared 
its railway. policy. 

R. L. Richardson, Springfield, de- 
clared that there appeared to be a con- 
spiracy on the part of some newspaper 
to help the Grand Trunk, and resented 
the suggestion that the Grand Trunk 
Company should be treated with gene- 
rosity. There was nothing left but 
public ownership, he said. 

Sir Thomas White, In the course of 
further remarks, explained that, under 
the receivership, the government will 
not pay interest guaranteed by any of 
the provinces. The government would 
pay only enough to operate the sys- 
tem. Sir Thomas denied that the 
action of the government In regard to 
the Grand Trunk would hurt the 
credit of Canada In London.

London Alarmed by Startling 
Reports of Reverses to Allied 
Armies in Northern Russia’ 


Curtain Raised for British Publi: on Serious Situation in Murmansk 
Region—Some of Papers Diclare That Another Kut or 
Khartoun Tragedy Is Threatened | 


LONDON, April 8.—The curtain was raised for the British public on the 
position of the allied armies in North Russia for the first time this after- 
noon, The serious situation in the Murmansk region, and the attempt by the 
Bolshevik to drive the allied forces on the Archangel front into the sea 
are the cause of much anxiety. 

The London afternoon papers circulated posters through the streets 
with startling phrases, of which, “The British Army Imperilled” was typical. 

The public bought the papers eagerly, having no idea which army was 
referred to. Some of the papers declared that another Kut or Khartoum 
tragedy threatened. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton, the explorer, who has just returned from Russia, 
where he superintended the winter outfitting and feeding of the expedition, 
confirmed the danger to the allied position and armies. He 1s credited with | 
stirring British officials into a keener realization of the seriousness of the) 
position in Russia. 

Bolsheviks Tieaten in South 

LONDON, April 3.—( British Wireless Service)—-The northern Caucasus 
from the Black Sea to the Caspian Sea has been entirely cleared of the Bol- 
shevik as the result of the successful campaign of the army of General 
Denekine in that region tn January and February, according to an official 
report issued here. 

The Anti-Bolshevik leaders, fighting haying ceased, are forming new 
forces of Cossacks and other natives.

antiquated and small-capacity 
steamers in the fruit service,

Paris, April 3—(A.P.)-—The councit 
of four has virtually decided, accord- 
ing to information from French sourc- 
es, that the left bank of the Rhine 
will be neutralized until Germany has 
paid the indemnities fixed by the peace 
conference. It is understdod_ that 
French and Belgian troops will hold 
this territory, the United States diaim- 
ing ic to be inipossible to leave United 
States troops in Hurape after the sig- 
nature of the peace treaty, and Great 
Britain having insufficient effectives to 
maintain garrisons along the Rhine. 
It is surmised that the visit of King 
Albert of Belgium to Paria was not 
unconnected with the share that Bel- 
gian troops will be asked to undertake 
in this territory.

Paris, April 8—(A.P.)—The draft-

Paris, April 8—(Havas)—Several 
members of the French peace dele- 
gation assure the Matin that French 
ideas on the peace treaty and other 
matters are gaining ground and that 
an understanding has been almost 
if not altogether, reached. Regarding 
the subject of the financial demands 
to be imposed on Germany, the Echo 
de Paris says that the council of four 
believes that Germany will be able to 
pay immediately six billion francs in 
money of various kinds, Deliveries of 
raw peers and manufactured 
goods from rmany, it says, will 
reach an undetermined eum which 
some optimists estimate will amount 
to 30,000,000,000 francs. 


London, April 8—When Premier 
Borden returns to London on Friday, 
he will unveil the memorial to officers 
and men who died in the Red Cross 
hospital at Taplow and are buried in 
the Italian garden there. The same 
evening, the premier, as chancellor of 
McGill university, will attend a dinner, 
when interesting announcements con- 
cerning the future of McGill univers- 
ity are expected.

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Breaking the Grand Trunk (?) 

On April 1st the Grand Trunk 
Pacific made default as to prin- 
cipal and interest on a loan of 
two million dollars which had 
been guaranteed by the Grand 
In seizing the Grand 
Trunk Pacific the Government by 
some inexplicable process of rea- 
soning believed they were thereby 
fatally prejudicing the position of 


1 the Grand Trunk as the guarantor 


of Grand Trunk Pacific bonds 
which that company was unable to 
meet, Now that the seizure has 
been made and the issues have 
been fixed it is suggested through 
the Ottawa Citizen that perhaps 
the Government’s action in seizing 
the G.T.P. has relieved the Grand 
Trunk from its obligations in re- 
gard to the G.T.P. bonds—that the 
Government could not by arbi- 


/ trary seizure take over the pro- 


perty without taking over the ob- 
ligations against the property. In 
other words, by its act of seizure 
the Government really relieved 
the Grand Trunk instead of corn- 
ering it as was intended. In any 
case new negotiations have:.been 
opened *by the Government ‘with 
the Grand Trunk company. It will 
be a miracle if in the end the coun- 
try is not stuck by the amount of 
the Grand Trunk guarantees as 
well as the guarantees and loans 
given by the Government itself. 

The action of the Government 
in seizing the Grand Trunk Pacific 
as a means of breaking the Grand 
Trunk, is reminiscent of the tra- 
dition that during one of many 
Trish riots the rioters concentrated 
their endeavors on the destruction 
of bills of the Bank of Ireland, in 


|| the belief that thereby they would 


break the bank.

| be depended on to vote for low 


tariff so long as the Union Govern- 
ment that elected them tells them 
not to. The Council of Agricul- 
ture is a federation of the farmers’ 
associations of the Dominion. The 


Came The Morning Bulletin = Casre 


The announcement is made that 
a National Liberal Convention will 
be held in Ottawa on August 5th 
to 7th. The purpose of the con- 
vention is to give an opportunity 
for the declaration of a nation- 
wide Liberal policy on the many 
pressing matters which now claim 
the attention of the people of 
Canada. There are two sound 
principles in the political life of 
all countries, and people take sides 
in favor of one or the other of 
these principles according to tra- 
dition, temperament,  circum- 
stances, or existing conditions. 
These principles are steadfastness 
and progress. In common speech, 
those who support the principle of 
steadfastness are called Conser- 
vatives, while those who are for 
progressive thought and action are 
called Liberals. In Canada as in 
Britain these opposing principles 
gave their names to the political 
parties that support them. But in 
both Canada and Britain the party 
name ‘‘Conservative’’ has been 
displaced for the time being by 
‘*Unionist.’’ In both countries the 
Conservative element in politics has 
been strengthened numerically by 
the defections of former promin- 
ent Liberals, and the name ‘‘ Union- 
ist’’ has been adopted to camou- 
flage the treachery to principle in- 
volved in their change of party 
allegiance. In both countries the 
Unionist party stands for special 
privilege as against public right, 
and therefore for stagnation and 
retrogression. Liberal principles 
gave the Liberal party its name in 
both countries and it is retained 
whether in or out of power. It 
stands for public right against spe- 
cial privilege and therefore for 
progress and the general welfare. 

A national Liberal convention 
was held in Canada in 1893, for the 
purpose of declaring Liberal prin- 
ciples as applied to then existing 
conditions, In 1896 the Liberal 
party, led by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
was given the confidence and man- 
date of the electorate. The succeed- 
ing fifteen years saw the applica- 
tion of Liberal principles to the 
administration of Canadian affairs 
with the result that the progress 
and prosperity of Canada during 
that period wrote the brightest 
page in her history. Under Liber- 
al principles, policy and adminis- 
tration Canada prospered as she 
never did before and as she cer- 
tainly has not done since. The ex- 
perience of those fifteen years, 
showed that Liberal principles pro- 
perly applied to the affairs of gov- 
ernment met the needs of the cqun- 
try as it then was, 

In 1911 the popular vote gave 
the supporters of the standfast or 
Conservative party their oppor- 
tunity. Either their principles 
were not adapted to the conditions 
of the country and the tempera- 
ment of the people or they were 
not properly applied to the affairs 
of government. For after less than 
six years of power the Conserva- 
tive party confessed that it had 
lost the confidence of the country 
and sought to make terms with 
the Liberal leader for its continu- 
ance in office. These proposals for 
the abandonment of Liberal prin- 
ciples for the sake of office were 
rejected by the Liberal leader— 
Laurier could be defeated but he 
could not be bought. It was far 
different with many of those who 
had traded on his name and re- 
ceived favor at his hands, It is a 
matter of shame to every Cana- 
dian and especially to every Lib- 
eral that there were so many men 
who had been given the confidence 
of their fellows because of their 
profession of Liberal principles, 
who accepted the terms offered 
them as the price of treachery and 
thereby made possible the con- 
tinuation in office of the very men 
who had been discredited by their 
own administration—and who they 
themselves had opposed—from 
1911 to 1917.

But when he was 
given the opportunity to translate 
his threats into action he promptly 
lay down and without a word vot- 
ed against low tariff, as did both 
Crerar and Henders, and all other 


rural members who had been elec- 
ted as much by the tacit support 
of the Grains Growers Associa- 


port Union Government and high 
tariff. 

If the Canadian Council of Agri- 
culture is going into politics, as 
the Winnipeg dispatch suggests, it 
would be well to have established 
right now what is the present re- 
lationship between these men who, 
holding high office in the farmers’ 
associations, are voting against 
the declared policy of the organ- 
izations which have honored them 
by election. So long as they con- 
tinue to hold office without their 
conduct in parliament being pub- 
licly repndiated by the associa- 
tions, there must be a measure of 
doubt as to whether the drastic 
tariff resolutions passed by the 
council of agriculture mean any 
more than the declarations in par- 
liament made by Messrs. Crerar, 
Maharg and Henders in favor of 
low tariff, Before going into poli- 
tics as a low tariff party the Cana- 
dian Council of Agriculture would 
do well to ‘‘clean house.’’

Sooner or later there will be an- 
other election—more likely sooner 
than later. It is certain that the 
treachery that was so successful in 
defeating Liberalism in 1911 and 
in 1917 is still at work, and hopes 
to score a like success whenever 
the next election takes place.

There has been much progress and 
| many changes since that time.

It is right and 
indeed necessary that Liberals 
from end to end of the Dominion 
should meet in consultation as to 
the proper attitude of Liberalism 
toward these problems; so that 
when the time comes for a decision 
by the electors there shall be no 
question as what Liberalism stands 
for in regard to them. And it is not 
less necessary that means shall be 
taken to ensure that the treachery 
of 1911 and 1917 shall not be 
repeated.

How do the manufacturers proceed 
to establish their case for protection? 
By declaring that for forty years the 
farmers and the manufacturers have 
been allies, and that now a minority 
fs seeking to destroy the allianoe. 

“Forty years ago.” eay the marnu- 
facturera, ‘the farmers were etrug- 


gling on farms and getting low prices 


for their produce.” The few manu- 
facturers were also struggling, tor the 
most part unsuccessfully, “For forty 
years we have worked together, Have 
we not both prospered We buy from 
you most of what you grow. You buy 
from us most of what we make, That 
has been and is the basis of our alli- 
ance,” the manufacturers declaim, 

It took the war to bring some semb- 
lance of prosperity to agriculture. 
Manufacturing was prosperous long 
before the war. Up to the time the 
war began, the farmers were still 
struggling on farms and getting low 
prices for their produce, just as they 
were forty years ago, That is the real 
nub of the question, The home mar- 
ket does consume a part of Canada’s 
agricultural produce, Mt ts true, but 
buys it on a basis of prices fixed by 
world-wide competition-—competition 
in wheat, for instance, with the coolie 
labor of India, the all-water trans- 
portation of the Argentine, the cheap 
agricultural machinery of the United 
States, On the other hand, the farm- 
er buys from the manufacturer, ful- 
filling his part of the ‘‘alliance’’-—but 
does he buy at competitive prices? 
Not much! He buys at a price which 
represents the cost of the article man- 
ufactured plus the amount of protec- 
tion represented by the customs duty. 

The whole point is that the alleged 
alliance ie one-sided and unfair, and 
the farmers are simply trying to put 
it on @ basis of fairness.
